18. (original) The system of claim 1 1 wherein the viewport can be resized. 

19. (original) The system of claim 1 1 wherein the viewport includes a plurality of 
viewports.

21 . (currently amended) A computer readable medium containing program 
instructions for displaying hidden information on a display screen, the display screen displaying a

a) creating a viewport as a topmost window in response to a first user interaction, 
wherein the viewport is moveable to any point on the display screen independent from the 
plurality of application windows; 

b) associating the second application window with the viewport in response to a 
second user interaction; and 
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c) displaying the hidden information in the viewport whenever the viewport is 
positioned over the hidden information ; and 

d) capturing at least a portion of the hidden information displayed in the viewport as 
static information in the viewport . 

22. (original) The computer readable medium of claim 2 1 , wherein a third application 
window obscures the hidden information within the second window.
